Examiner would point out that a single species from each of the groups (a)-(d) 
must be elected. For example, for the species set forth as group (a) a single method 
from such methods recited in the generic claims must be elected. For the species of 
group (b) only one single ellagic acid component; e.g. elagic acid, or elagic acid salts, or 
elagic acid metal complex, or ellagic acid polyether, etc., should be elected. For the 
species of group (c) only one substance, which promotes synthesis, as recited in claim 
21 or its dependent claims, should be elected. Similarly, for the species of group (d) 
only one antidandruff agent should be elected. Accordingly, in order to commence the 
continued prosecution of the application and execute the proper search, at least one 
method of use and three different chemical moieties should be elected to collectively set 
forth the claimed invention to be considered.
